The  Urban  District  of  Ledbury  forms  a  small  town  in  the  south-east, 
of  the  County.  It  is  a  centre  for  the  surrounding  agricultural 
district,  and  the  town  is  on  the  main  line  of  the  railway  connecting 
Hereford  with  Birmingham  and  Worcester.  Industries  in  the  town  are 
agricultural  engineering,  printing  and  fruit  preservation.  Catering 


for  visitors  also  provides  some  employment.

Population 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  has  shown  only  slow  growth 
during  the  past  thirty  years. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  19&7  mid-year  population 
is  3730,  an  increase  of  30  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

Using  the  estimated  mid-year  population,  the  average  number  of  persons 
per  acre  is  7*5  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  inhabited  house 
is  2.88.  Tire  average  number  of  inhabited  houses  per  acre  is  2,6. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is  the  excess  of  live 
births  over  deaths,  is  29. 
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Live  Births 


The  total  number  of  live  "births  recorded  as  having  occurred 
within  the  District  during  19^7  is  63  (33  male  and  30  female),  13  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  crude  "birth  rate  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  resident  population  is  16.9  and  using  the  comparability 
factor  of  1.09  the  adjusted  "birth  rate  is  18.4  per  1000  estimated 
resident  population.  The  ratio  of  male/female  "births  is  1.10. 

Sight  "births  occurred  out  of  wedlock.  The  illegitimate  live 
"birth  rate  is  2.1  per  1000  estimated  population. 

The  live  "birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1967  is  17.2  per 
1000  population. 


Stillbirths 

No  stillbirths  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  during  19&7-  In 
the  previous  year  also  no  stillbirths  were  recorded. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  19&7  for  England  and  Wales  is  14.8  per 
1000  total  (live  and  still)  births. 


Deaths 


after  deducting  the  deaths  of  non-residents  who  died  within  the 
area,  and  adding  the  deaths  of  residents  who  died  outside  the  area,  the 
total  number  of  deaths  allocated  to  the  Urban  District  was  34  ("IS  males 
and  16  females).  In  1966,  there  were  44  deaths  in  Ledbury. 

The  crude  death  rate  for  the  area  is  9«1  per  1000  estimated 
resident  population.  Using  the  area  comparability  factor  of  0.92  the 
corrected  death  rata  is  8.4  per  1000  resident  population.  The  19^7 
death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.2  per  1000  population. 

Cancer  Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  cancer  of  all  sites  was  6  (4  males 
and  2  females).  In  1 966  there  were  8  cancer  deaths. 


Deaths  due  to  Notifiable  acute  Infectious  Disease 


Two  deaths  were  attributed  to  notifiable  disease  (pneumonia). 
In  the  previous  year  n«  deaths  were  attributed  to  pneumonia. 


Tuberculosis 


One  death  was  caused  by  respiratory  tuberculosis  during  19&7  in  "the 
Urban  District.  The  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  was  0.048  per  1000  population.  In  1  j66  no  death 
was  attributed  to  respiratory  tuberculosis  in  the  Urban  District. 


Infant  Mor  tality 


There  were  no  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  during  the 
year.  The  19^7  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
18.3  per  1000  live  births.

A  motor  ambulance  is  maintained  at  the  Court  House  Depot  by  the 
Home  Ambulance  Service  Joint  Committee  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  This  functions  as  part  of  the 
ambulance  service  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Home  for  Aged  Per  sons 


The  County  Council  maintains  Belle  Orchard  House,  in  Orchard 
Lane,  as  a  Home  for  aged  persons. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinic 


A  County  Council  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  on  the  2nd  and 
4th  Monday  afternoons  in  each  month  at  the  Ledbury  Cottage  Hospital. 


Public  Mortuary 

The  Council  provides  a  public  mortuary  and  post  mortem  room  for 
use  of  the  town  and  surrounding  Rural  District.

SECT  UN  C  -  SATIEARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


Geology 


The  to wn  is  situated  on  Old  Red  Sandstone,  here  represented  as 
marl  with  bands  of  sandstone.  To  the  east  of  the  town  outcrops  of 
upper  Silurian  rocks  occur,  chiefly  Ludlow  and  Wenlock  limestones. 


Water  Supply 


Public  water  supplies  provided  from  the  mains  of  the  Herefordshire 
Water  Board  are  available  in  all  parts  of  the  Urban  District.  During 
1967  supplies  were  adequate  for  the  demand,  but  occasionally  variation 
in  pressure  occurs.  Water  from  the  Bromyard  Area  Scheme  is  available 
to  augment  the  supply. 

During  the  year  the  Herefordshire  Water  Board  constructed  the 
following  extension  of  the  public  water  mains  in  the  Urban  District 

Belle  Orchard  Lane  -  327  yards  of  3  inch  diameter  main 

All  dwellings  are  supplied  by  service  pipes  with  the  exoeption  of 
14  supplied  from  3  stanc^ipes

Twelve  samples  of  water  from  the  public  water  mains  were  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  sterile. 

All  water  for  public  supply  is  chlorinated.  The  town  water 
appears  to  have  an  aggressive  action  towards  copper. 


Drainage 

The  town  has  a  system  of  public  sewers  which  are  of  the  combined 
type,  taking  storm  and  foul  water,  and  connect  to  the  sewage  disposal 
works.  There  are  1,305  dwellings  connected  to  the  public  sewers. 

During  1967*  no  public  sewers  or  private  sewers  were  constructed 
within  the  Urban  District. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Jubilee  Meadow  is  working  about 
maximum  capacity.  Sewage  effluent  was  irrigated  over  grassland 
adjacent  to  the  River  Leadon  and  an  Immediate  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  the  effluent  was  produced. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  is  preparing  a  scheme  for 
extending  the  works  to  treat  the  increased  flow  from  the  Urban  District 
(with  a  capacity  for  future  development  in  the  town),  and  to  treat  the 
sewage  from  Wellington  H  eath  in  the  adjoining  Rural  District. 

Seventytwo  new  drains  were  constructed  in  connection  with  dwelling 
houses  and  9  in  connection  with  other  premises.  Pour  existing  drains 
were  reconstructed  or  repaired. 

Three  samples  of  sewage  effluent  from  the  disposal  works  were 
sent  for  chemical  examination  during  the  year.  All  of  these  satisfied 
the  Royal  Commission  standards  for  such  effluents. 


Public  Conveniences 


Public  conveniences  are  provided  in  the  centre  of  the  town  at 
Church  Lane  and  Bye  Street.  These  are  suitably  situated  and  are 
maintained  in  good  condition. 


Rivers  and  Streams 


The  River  Leadon,  a  tributary  of  the  River  Severn,  is  a  boundary 
of  the  Urban  District.  It  is  a  small  stream  liable  to  flood  in  winter 
months. 

The  condition  of  the  river  has  shown  much  improvement  since  the 
new  sewage  works  were  brought  into  use  in  1964. 


Closet  Accommodation 


All  dwellings  in  the  town  are  provided  with  water  closets. 
Approximately  99*  8$  of  these  are  provided  with  flushing  apparatus  and 
the  remaining  0.2^?  are  slop  closets.  The  need  for  conversions  does 
not  arise. 

Sixteen  new  water  closets  were  constructed  during  the  year. 


Public  Cleansing 


The  Council  provides  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse. 

This  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with  a  motor  tipping  refuse 
vehicle.  The  Council  undertakes  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  on 
payment  of  a  special  charge.  Disposal  is  by  tipping  at  the  town  tip 
on  Jubilee  Meadow  and  it  is  now  possible  for  the  tipping  to  be 
controlled. 

There  are  no  public  baths  or  washr-houses  situated  within  the 

area. 

The  Surveyor  maintains  the  roads  in  a  cleanly  state. 

Provision  of  dustbins  by  owners  or  occupiers  is  satisfactory  at 
the  present  time. 
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Camping  Sites  -  Public  Health  Act  19 3^»  Section  269 


No  sites  for  camping  purposes  within  the  Urban  District  were 
licensed  under  Section  269,  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Caravan  Sites 
and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960. 

Swimming  Baths 

The  small  open  air  swimming  pool  owned  by  the  Council  was  open 
to  the  public  during  the  summer  months  on  payment.  The  water  is 
taken  from  the  town  mains  and  a  purification  plant  is  provided.  The 
pool  has  a  capacity  of  about  54-jOOO  gallons.  This  passes  through 
the  purification  plant  every  six  hours.  The  water  is  tested  daily 
for  residual  chlorine  and  pH  value. 

The  pool,  situated  just  within  the  adjacent  Rural  District,  was 
kept  in  a  clean  condition. 

Two  samples  of  pool  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  found  to  be  sterile. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs 

No  infestation  of  dwellings  by  bed  bugs  came  to  the  notice  of 
the  Department  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  town.  This  is  kept  in 
a  satisfactory  condition.  No  case  of  acute  infectious  disease 
occurred  on  the  premises  during  the  year  and  no  infestation  was 
found.

Milk 


The  Urban  District  is  a  specified  area  and  only  tuberculin  tested, 
pasteurised  or  sterilised  milk  is  permitted  to  be  sold  retail  within 
the  District. 

Eight  milk  distributors  were  registered  with  the  Council  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

There  was  no  evidence  at  any  time  during  the  year  of  disease 
occurring  in  the  population  as  a  result  of  consumption  of  milk. 

There  is  a  pasteurisation  plant  situated  in  Bridge  Street  which 
is  used  for  the  past euri sat ion  of  cream. 


Ice  Cream 


There  are  no  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream 
within  the  area,  but  22  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  this 
food.  No  action  was  necessary  by  the  Department  in  connection  with 
these  premises,  which  were  inspected  during  the  year.

Tuberculosis 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  29  cases  of  respiratory  disease  were 
on  the  register.  Three  cases  of  respiratory  disease  and  one  of  non- 
respiratory  disease  v/ere  added  to  the  register  during  the  year.  All 
but  one  case  of  respiratory  disease  were  new  infections.  During  the 
year,  six  cases  of  respiratory  disease  were  taken  off  the  register, 
three  of  these  were  regarded  as  having  recovered.  There  was  one 
death  attributed  to  respiratory  disease. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  remained  26  cases  of  respiratory 
disease  and  one  of  non-respiratory  disease  on  the  register. 

The  1967  England  and  Wales  death  rate  for  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  was  0.042  per  1000  population. 
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
